Started 


With the removal of the second 
of the giant dredgers now at work 
in the Richmond inoer harbor into 
the channel, construction of the 
levee around the 102 acre Parr Ter- 
minal company tract and the 15- 
acre city tract under the contract 
granted by Richmond ‘fo Robert 
P. Easley has beyun. 

The levee surrounds the tract of 
land upon which the new Ford 
plant in Richmond will be built. 
The operations now begun mark 
the beginning of dredging iu Rich- 
word harbor chapnel. 

This work is not included in the 
job of lowering the channel bed to 
30 feet. 

Bids for the channel. dredging 
work have been advertised for by 
the United States government. 
The contract will be awarded early 
iu April and operations - will begin 
immediately thereafter. ; 

The levee niust be finished in 60 
working days. The bulkhead is 
8800 feet in length, anda total of 
130,000° cutyic “yards of material 
will be used in the construction. 

‘Over 2000 cubic feet of dirt 
must be rewoved each day. The 
material will be banked behind the 
bulkbead and will raise-sea level 
at that point about 12 feet.

San Diego, Calif.—If children stut- 
ter, stammer, Hep, talk Nkaabables, 
or fall to talk at all, charge ft to 
nervousness, hurry or lack of self- 
¢tonfidence. At least, Miss Esmer 
Knudson, former University of Minne- 
eota and University of California girt, 
has found these to be the chief causes 
of the faults named. 

She conducts classes here, and has 
found that a startling number of chil- 
dren need speech correction, and that 
nearly all of their troubles are psy- 
.-chological—or. “imaginary.” : 
Miss Knudson-—“mether teacher," 
. fer children cali her—begins by hav- 
tag her charges relax completely. 
While they listen ‘with closed eyes she 
caims them by describing in a _rest- 
ful voice some quiet scene, assuring 
each that he has the power to speak 
without stammering or other imped. 
met, 


No Fuss About it. 


When actual work starts there ts 
Ho nervousness, no fuss, no excite- 
ment. The children begin by repeat- 
ing In a chorus of whispers, enunciat- 
ing siowly and carefully, various 
phrases. re :

The family that is fortunate enauch 
to have an aged mother. grandmother 
Or aunt to round out tha 
family circle will fecl 
the Importance of giving 
them the proper food. 

Our. government hae 
thought ft profitable and 
wise to expend large 
sums in the teaching 
of balanced rations for 
the stock on the farms 
so that all may have good food. 
Science has mude great strides In 
the lust twenty-five years in working 
out safe and definite rules for the care 
and feeding of infants and children. 
Children are getting better care than 
ever before, better feeding, better 
health conditions in schools, in public 
playgrounds and in vacation camps. 
The death rate of children has been 
greatly reduced because of proper 
care and attention of -the young 
mother. 
But ittle is ever said or written te 
acquaint the masses with rules for the 
care, and especiully the feeding, of the

aged. Even in many of the best homes | 


all over the land where there are aged 
and delicate elderly people as mem- 
ters of the family, no special effort in 
made to see that suitable and digest- 
ible foods are served for them. They 
often go without proper food at a 
meal where something is seryed which 
{s Impossible for them to digest. Old 
people, ike children, should have 
easily digested foods, and an extra 
meal or two during the twenty-four 
hours, as they eat lightly and need 
food mnfte often. Their’ diet should be 
as carefully chosen as that for the 
bables and growing children. Old peo- 
ple are growing, growing a little more 
feeble and a Httle more delicate all 
the time, a little less able to digest 
and assimilate the foods that young 
people and those of middle Hfe are 
able to enjoy. 

Qld people need a diet that fs easily 
digestible and that containg a geod 
supply of vitamines, those food ele- 
ments which build up, generate vital- 
ity and growth. The old person nerds 
these Hfe-giving principles to counter- 
act the advances of age and to keep 
as long ag possible what vigor re- 
; mains. : . 
~Vitamines are found in milk, butter, 
fresh vegetables and especially in 
greens and tomatoes. Chicken, fish, 
and especially oysters, are particular- 
ly good for the aged. Of the fruits, 
| apples and orange are excellent for 

old and young. When they are un- 

able to eat the apple because it needs 
mastication it may be scraped or 
baked. 

Orange juice is a mild tonic; if 
plenty of the juice is taken it should 
prove most Invigorating. Orangeade, 
lemonade, with a beaten raw egg 
added to a glass of either, is very 
nourishing. 

Dates, raisins and figs are the best 
of sweets for the old stomach if 
properly masticated. 

All rich cakes, puddings, ples and 
preserves should be eaten spatingly 
after the age of sixty.
